I have just come to the conclusion that there must be a lot of people 


in the world who like to pump. There seems to be no other explana- 


tion. Certainly there are thousands upon thousands of leaky boats and 
thousands of yachtsmen who would rather pump the Atlantic through 
those leaks than fix the leaks. Of course, you fix the leaks just once, 
but if you don’t fix them you pump all summer. Also, | have always 


noticed that the leaky boats are the ones that get damaged in a storm. 


Fix those leaks before you go overboard. It is too late after you get

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With the eye, you are “on the 
beam” when the visual image smacks 
you dead center. With a loop antenna, 
you are on the beam when the signal 
disappears, or goes into the Null (no 
signal) sector of the loop As might be 
suspected, signals disappear from rea 
sons other than falling into the loop’s 
no-signal “notch.” For instance, the 
station stops sending, or is obliterated 
by noise, or the receiver 18 tuned off 
the correct frequen v. Sometimes noise 
or signal weakness makes the null wide 
At night, signals reflected from the 
ionized regions above can interfere 
These conditions apply to all direction 
finders, and are no great handic ap as 
long as vou know about them 

Range of a DF depends upon three 
things—receiver sensitivity, power of the 
station being received, and noise level 
or amount of interference from static, 
the engine, et lo realize the maxi 
mum range, a receiver must be sensi 
tive enough to bring the noise level up 
to audibilits For the working ranges 
of radio beacons under normal condi 
tions, see the Coast Guard DF charts 


Loop Theory 

Turn a piece of wire back on itself 
and you have a loop Provide a means 
of supporting it vertically, and it can 
be used as a direction finder antenna 
Iwo turns will pick up more energ\ 
than one, so the greater the number of 
wraps of wire in the loop the more 
signal 1S applied to the receiver 

Signal pickup is also related to loop 
wea. The greater the loop area, the 
more signal is intercepted. The wider 
i loop is, the finer its bearing resolu 
thon However even the smaller loops 
found in present-day equipment are 
capable of satisfactory accuracy. While 
obse rvations aS finn aS h ilf al che yvree are 
possible under ideal conditions, nulls 
ire more often from 2 to more than 10 
degrees wide. The theoretical ability to 
split hairs is of little actual value in a 
small boat 

For maximum pickup the loop cit 
cuit must be tuned to the freque nev ot 
the station being received. In a DE 
operating on one frequen vy band, the 
loop is usually wound with enough 
turns of wire to resonate directly at 
that signal frequency This form is 


termed a “high-impedance” loop, and it 


has the highest intrinsic response To 
) 


receive on higher frequencies, as in 2 
or 3-band units, a switch is used to cut 
out enough loop wire for it to resonate 
m each band. This ty pe of control may 
be given a name such as a “signal 
finder or “loop bandswitch.” 

lo do away with loop switching 
other designs use a few turns only in 
the loop and extra coils and capacitors 
needed for resonance ir¢ supplied ith 
side the receiver cabinet. This kind of 
loop is known as a “low impedance” 
loop Having tewer turns of wire. a 


low IITh pe d ice loop pi ks up ke SS signal 


than a high-impedance loop of the sam« 
shape and area, but even a one-turn 
loop of fair area will intercept enough 
signal for operation when used with a 
receiver of sufficient sensitivity and cir 
cuit quietness. So you need not be 
swaved unduly by the fact that a set is 
equipped with either a high or low 
impedance loop. 


Practical Loop Designs 


lo prevent handling from affecting 
readings, and for mechanical protec 
tion loops are usually metal-encased 
The greater the spacing between the 
wire and the metal, the higher the loop 
efficiency However, extremely “fat” 
loop structures are not called for today 
except if receiver sensitivity is low, I 
have tested direction finders with loops 
built in both copper and aluminum tub 
ing and cast metal, and can find no 
great advantage in one or the other 
provided the receiver is built to com 
plement loop characteristics 

If the metal shield of the loop were 
completely closed, no signal could get 
inside. Therefore, there is an insulating

A recent development is the rod 
form of loop with wire wi ipped round 
a slender core of ‘Ferrite or sore 
other magnetic material. These are ca 
pable of great sensitvitv in small 
although samples I have tested 
somewhat lower response than good 
‘air-wound loops But here is another 
case where a theoretical superiority of 
one form over another is offset by other 
factors, in this case, the convenience of 
compact construction An reasonable 
difference in loop pickup can be com 
pensated for b improved receive 
cirrcuntry 

Unshielded loop ire often found in 
portable radios used for direction find 
ing. A low impedance loop or one that 
is “balanced vith the cents rpomt 
grounded suffers the least from hand 
contacts. However, extreme confidence 
should not be placed in an such at

Ofttimes « eiling is considered merely a dress 
ing-up of the interior to cover the frames and show the 
inside of the hull as a smooth surface, but ceiling can also 
add to the whole strength of the structure, so we put in ou 
ceiling as tightly and fasten it as thoroughly as the planks

Thus a “sandwich” of plank 
ing, frames and ceiling, adds a little more strength 

Now knees must be fitted for vet more strength. These 
knees, placed against the hull and under the deck beams 
abreast of where the masts will be stepped act like corner 
braces in a box so that when an unusual strain occurs, 
nothing can give. There are two knees on each side at the 
fore shroud chainplates; two more on each side where the 
main shrouds will join the hull, and later more knees must 
be placed in the cabin so that strains which may develop 
at the mainmast may be taken up A knee may sound a 
simple thing, but when it must be gotten out from a piece 
of oak 24 inches long on each leg, 2% inches thick, and with 
a crooked grain so that the finished knee will not have a 
cross grain in it, it 1s quite a job Hours go by choosing the 
best pieces of oak for the job and then the pieces must be 
Shaped so that they make a perfect bearing to the hull 
curve and the deck beams Then a whole fanwork ol bolts 
is driven through the assembly so that it is rigid 

There are several bulkheads in Malabar, forming the 
toilet room, the galley, the hanging locker and the engine 
compartment Like the ceiling, these also can be members 
for added strength rather than just’ partitions Where the 
bulkhead butts against the ceiling, a groove is cut so tha 
it will mortise in and have no chance of moving. Then th 
bulkhead is made of tongue and groove cedar boards on 
inch thick. These are not tongue-and-groove boards such as 
mav be had from a lumber vard, but each board is grooved 
out individually and the tongue milled to make a driving 
fit. When assembled, they are as solid as one piece 

Now comes a pretty example of the shipwright s art. This 
bulkhead is only one inch thick. Elmer takes a three eighths 
inch ship auger and drills a hole straight through, edgewise 
of the planks for three feet or more and the hole never 
travels out to one side or the other of the bulkhead. Drift 
iron is driven down these holes to further strengthen the 
whole member. When finished, the bulkhead is smooth 
ind true as an unused piece of plywood This may be the 
old-fashioned way of building it may cost more but it 
gives a great measure of satisfaction. The bulkheads are 
all located so that thev beat alongside of some deck beam 
and can be rigidly fastened to it. They will be planed to 
the exact height of the top of the deckbeam to make a seal 
when the decks are laid 

Malabar is now ready for the laying of the waterwavs, king 
plank and deck, all of teak. Teak costs better than $1.00 pet 
board foot and, as the whiskey advertisement savs, we 
“don't waste a drop The waterways are six inches in width 
and as they follow the outline of the deck they must be cut 
to a curve. Patterns are made of the shape laid down on 
the teak plank and the curve cut, leaving moon-shaped 
pieces which look to be of little use. Elmer carefully saves 
these, however, and later they will be cut up into smal] 
fitting pieces or made into bungs 

Just sawing out a curve on a bandsaw seems a simple job 
but it's not when vou are sawing teak. Teak is a remarkable 
wood. What would be Sap In any other material is prac tically 
a wax in teak rhis probably is the reason teak never rots 
leak also has in its makeup a certain gritty substance, pos 
sibly mud from the swamps where it grows. This grit dulls 
tools at a tremendous rate. Just a few feet of sawing and 
the saw must be re-sharpened. Planer knives dull at the 
same rate and must be continuously sharpened so the job 
is manv times more difficult than working ordinar VvOOUS 

Finally, all the segments of the waterways are comple ted 
and fastened down to the deck beams. A king plank is then 
made and notched into the deck beams (again idded 
rigidity) and now the job of laving decks begins. All the 
rough deck planks are sawn into strips two inches wide and 
14-inch thick There are hundreds of feet to be sawn and 
each band saw lasts only one-half hour or so between 
sharpenings.

OUTBOARD RACING 


These Bluewater “Derbies” Are An Invaluable 


Testing Ground 


By BOB RUSKAUFF 


HERE'S NOTHING like these ocean distance races 
to test inherent strengths and weaknesses of stoch 
outboard runabout and cruiser hulls and engines 
Yet, in the Southwest, where four major races have become 
umual fixtures, boat owners are generally enthusiastic. The 
newest and according to consensus of veteran drivers the 
roughest, of these bluewater “derbies pe rhaps demonstrated 
the dependability of these outboards 
rhis was the running on March 18 of the first Long Beach 
Offshore Race, over a 57-nautical mile cours Under 
smooth conditions and with a wisp of morning fog, the 
first of 17 classes answered a starting cannon off the Long 
Beach Magnolia Ave. Pier at 9 a.m. First leg was a com 
parativel smooth 17-mile slide down the swells, to round a 
stakeboat off Newport Beach Pier. Then came the rough 
part 27 miles, mostly into head seas, to another boat oft 
Portuguese Bend. This leg was run partly in light fog and 
demonstrated that one. still-unwritten rule had best be 
written: “Always carry a compass Some boats got off 
course, then found their way again. A few dropped out 
All took a beating. The final leg, from the Bend back | 
miles to the starting point, was not quite as rugged. 
here were 106 starters; 82 finished. The rest either made 
some haven under their own power, or were towed in 
by one of seven U.S. Coast Guard and Auxiliary craft 
patrolling the course. Everybody went the arnica and lini 
ment route, but there was only one consequential raya 
tider Craig Hunter of West Los Angeles dislocated some 
vertebrae in the jouncing and was hospit lized.

The complete rating rules of the 5.5 Meter Class fill a 
booklet of several pages—as is usually the case with either 
one design or rating class rules or measurement rules for 
handicappping boats of different sizes and types in order 
to head off potential freak boats and “rule cheaters.” The

For years most of the unlimited races there have been con- 
ducted under extremely dangerous conditions in that they 
started from the pier of the Detroit Yacht Club, where the 
maximum width of the starting line was a mere 300 ft. and 
the run to the first turn but 1500 ft. 

D.1.R.A’s new idea is to have the start directly across the 
River from the club, at the foot of Parkview. This location 
would permit a 600-700 ft. starting line and provide a run 
of 3100 ft. to the first turn. 

If the Parkview start clears all local hurdles and is ap- 
proved by the Gold ¢ up Contest Board, it will be used this 
year for Silver Cup, Harmsworth and Gold Cup races.

Length—the factor “L” in the formula, is arrived at 
in a complicated-sounding manner, to the layman, though 
simple enough to the naval architect. The book says 

“L in the formula is the length measured at a height of 
1.5 per cent of the class rating (about 34%”) above L.W.L 
plus the difference between the girth at the bow ending 
of this length, measured to points 5 per cent of the rating 
above L, and twice the vertical height from L to those 
points, plus one-third of the difference between the girth 
top of covering board to top of covering board, at the stern 
ending of this length, and twice the vertical height at the 
side of the vacht at the stern ending at this point. For the 
purpose of calculating the rating, the minimum difference 
of girth as de fined at bow station is 3 per cent of class 
rating and 4.25 per cent at stern station.” 

A few of the positive limitations on the designs are: 

Beam—6.23 ft. minimum 

Draft—4.43 ft. maximum 

Freeboard—measured at three points—amidships and at 
the bow-girth-measurement and stern-girth-measurement 
points, the average of which must be at least 2.06 ft. mini 
mum 

Displacement—Maximum 70.62 cu. ft. (about 4520 Ibs.) 
minimum 60.27 cu. ft. (about 3857 Ibs.) 

Sail area—Maximum, 312 ft.; minimum, 285 ft 

For the benefit of the uninitiated, it perhaps should be 
explained that “girth” is a measurement of distance from 
rail to rail around the planking, athwartships, at the desig 
nated fore-and-aft point 

It is good to know that this fine new class is beginning 
to receive attention in the U.S., and it is hoped that this 
will continue. More work by naval architects on open class 
designs means more yacht development, and that in turn 
means better vachts for everybody in the future—even in 
cluding the sailors in the one-designs!

As a practic il matter, it is often diffi 
cult for a racing man to understand the 
problems of a Race Committee, unless 
he has bee rh a ithe mbet ot on and vice 
versa. That is why I feel very strongly 
that every committeeman should also 
race, Ol have raced This is a COn- 
trollable factor in the choosing of the 
Committee. By the same token, I also | 
believe racing men owe something to 
the sport and whe nN asked should con- 
tribute their experience to the Commit- 
tee. They will learn a few things, too. 
Few desire to help, though, and be- 
cause there are so many more racing 
men, it is not possible to give all of 
them this valuable experience. As a 
result, many live on without having 
completed their education. 

If, however, we accept the theory that 
the best Race Committee men come 
from the ranks of sailors, then we must 
also accept the theory that as long as 
sailors misjudge wind and current by 
tacking in the wrong place, going 
aground by not reading the chart, and 
fouling vachts by not knowing the rules, 
then similar types of mistakes will be 
made by Committee members 

Some of the causes of badly-run races 
are brought about unwittingly by the 
contestants themselves, and produce a 
chain reaction. The most notable of 
these situations happens when Hermann 
Helmsman spies a friend on the com 
mittee boat and savs “Well, if it isn’t 
old Peter Protest. What's new, Peter?”

SCOTT J. MATTHEWS 


© Scott |. Matthews, founder of The Matthews Co., Port 
Clinton, Ohio, and for many years a leading figure in the 
boat building industry, died at his home in Miami, Fla., 
on April 8. 

Born in Bascom, Ohio, in 1869, Matthews had been 
identified with boat building for virtually all his life. In 
1890 he built a small boat for his own use whil 


working 
in his father’s saw mill 


Soon afterwards, he began turning 
out small naphtha launches, which sold so well that by 1895 
his production had increased to one boat a day 

In 1904 he was associated with the group of boat builders 
and gasoline engine manufacturers who formed the National 
Assn. of Engine and Boat Manufacturers 
vear he established the Matthews Co 
of the organization

In 1912, the Matthews-built 38’ cruiser Detroit, captained 
by Thomas Fleming Day, made the passage from Detroit 
to St. Petersburg (Leningrad), Russia, crossing 2,760 miles 
of ocean from Long Island Sound to Cobh, Ireland, in 28 
days and becoming the first gasoline-powered craft to cross 
the Atlantic. During World War I, the Matthews Co 
turned out many 110’ submarine chasers for the Navy 

Matthews is credited wtih developing and popularizing 
In 1924, the first of the Matthews 
38-footers was launched and became the prototype of one 
of the most popular family cruisers. The design of the “38' 
was a departure from that of most hulls popular at the 
time, with wider, flatter stern sections to provide greater 
stability and more usable deck space.

Radio-telephone users should obtain copies of Part 8 of 
“The Rules of the Federal Communications Commission,” 
available from the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., for 35¢ 

In the meantime, the changes now in effect prescribe 
that communications on the 2 to 3 me. channels will be 
restricted primarily to safety communications, and then, if 
no interference will result, to operational communications. 
Transport vessels and vessels of municipal or state govern 
ments may use the frequencies for ship's business as well 
Safety communications have priority; frequencies can be 
used for other purposes only when no interference will be 
caused,
